WHEREAS, Richard and James Curtis "Jimmy Curt" Duncan were the sons of the
late Archie and Kizzie Bell Duncan; and

WHEREAS, Richard Duncan was a United States Army veteran and a member and
deacon at the Edmonton Baptist Church; and

WHEREAS, Richard Duncan was the owner and operator of Duncan Life and
